Finnish Bandit. 
Helsingfors, Finland, March 2.—The 
pursuit of the bandits who entered the 
Russian state bank here, killed the 
guardian and secured $37,500, resulted 
in aim ther highly dram atic incident 
and cost four more lives at Tammers- 
fors, where two of the fugitives were 
cornered. 
One of the bandits got pos­ 
session of the town hall and held It 
for hours, but finally was subdued by 
a stream of water directed by the fire­ 
men. 
While Commissary of Police Balu- 
shin was examining the tw*o captives, 
one of them grabbed a revolver from 
the belt of the chief of police and w*ith 
it killed Balushin. 
The bandit then 
dashed upstairs, where he barricaded 
himself In a room commanding the 
stairs and lobby and the street out­ 
side, 
T here he defied the police for 
three 
hours, 
meanwhile 
haranguing 
from the window a crowd of thousands 
of persons, many of whom were in 
sym pathy with his socialistic speeches. 
Two policemen who tried to pick off 
the desperado from a house opposite 
were killed by the bandit, who was an 
excellent marksman. 
After all other 
resources had been exhausted the fire­ 
men were called and poured a flood of 
water into the window. 
Simultaneous­ 
ly a picked band of police and firemen 
stormed the stairs. 
One of the assail­ 
ing party was killed and nine were 
wounded before the bandit, who fought 
desperately with a big knife, could be 
overpowered. 
The robber, who is a Porpat black­ 
smith, boasted of membership In th8 
Baltic 
revolutionary com m ittee and 
said the robbery of the Russian state 
bank was committed to swell the revo­ 
lutionary xvar fund.

March 2.—T he following 
account of the recent attack on foreign 
m issionaries at Nanchang, a city of 
1,000,000 inhabitants, has been rec<*iv 
ed: 
"Fifteen Methodist, twelvft English 
Protestants and fourteen French Cath­ 
olic m issionaries were Jn the city on 
last Thursday night when the Fn-ncli 
Catholics had a quarrel with an official 
over a suit for the possession of prop­ 
erty. 
Great excitem ent prevailed on 
Friday. 
A m ass meeting w as held on 
Saturday and was followed on Sunday 
by a riot, during which the property 
of the Cfttbo icr was burned. 
The 
Protestants took refuge in the adjoin­ 
ing house of Kingman. 
The house was 
burned and six priests rnd tw o of the 
Kingman fam ily were killed. 
The Chinese governor attem pted to 
check the riot and rescue the mission­ 
aries. 
The men of the M ethodist mis­ 
sion, aided by Chinese soldiers, took 
their school-glrls to Chinese hom es in 
the city and brought M isses Hoyt and 
Kahn from a hospital. 
All took refuge 
in mid-river in a launch w hich was fur­ 
nished 
by 
Chinese 
officials.

launch waited until Chinese soldiers 
brought the remainbig m issionaries at 
daylight

Durbin appeared in court representing 
the men who made up the last of Sher 
rick’s shortage. 
Reed, who was one

I cept pay for acting as receiver. 
A ape 
clal venire of sixty men has been 
drawn for the jury to try Sherrick. 
The trial is set for next Monday and 
owing to the wide publicity the case 
has received, it is expected that it will 
be extremely difficult to get a Jury 
Sherrick's attorneys are now trying
